The Princeton plan has been rec­ 
ommended to the other high schools 
of the state at the annual teachers’ 
association

Dean Davenport

In his letter to Principal Spurrier, 
Mr. Blair stated in part: 
“ Should 
moll a plan be found a possible one 
for all the high 
schools of Illinois 
our difficulties in farm draft could 
be easily taken care of without such 
radical adjustments as we suppose 
might be necessary.” 
The suggestion has- also been made 
to Mr. Spurrier that the terms be re­ 
arranged in 
such a way 
that the 
-school boys to aid the country in this 
month 
of November to aid in corn 
husking. 
It has been suggested that 
November is tile busiest month of the 
year for farmers 
and that 
farm 
labor has been greatly decreased by 
the number of farm hands that have 
entered the army. 
With one million 
in the service, it is 
difficult to get 
enough help and the farmer who en­ 
dorsed the plan to Mr. Spurrier said 
by next 
November, the 
situation 
would be in the service, taking many 
more hands away from their work on 
the farms. 
Concerning the 
opportunity 
for 
school boys to aid the country.in this 
way the practical farmer states, “It 
is a labor that high school boys can 
lo and a profitable one 
for them, 
loo, tor it is piece work. They could 
get six cents per bushel or perhaps a 
little move. Tt is comparatively light 
work but regular. 
Tile farmer boys 
know all about it. 
The town boys 
ould easily get work in pairs on a 
-wagon and 
the farmers 
would be 
glad to get them. 
Two boys could 
husk 70 bushels a day gr could earn 
around $2.50 a day. 
They would 
carn exactly what they do. 
They 
would need no gymnasium work dur­ 
ing the time for in the husking field 
s being in nature’s gymnasium. 
“Now if the high school boys 
of 
the country towns of Illinois, Indi­ 
ana, Iowa, Eastern Nebraska, and 
Ohio could start a month earlier in 
the summer by working the plan you 
are working this year, b u t instead of 
leaving out a month earlier in spring, 
rive the month of November as corn 
licking vacation, 
you would be giv­ 
ing the labor of the boys of the com­ 
munity in the very busiest time.”

Y e are told that by the time an­ 
other clip is made wool will be worth 
two dollars per pound. 
This in 
a 
country than which there is no bet­ 
ter in the world for sheep raising. 
W hat must be the amazement of 
the peoples of others countries when 
they are told that, the only reason 
Americans are not sheep raisers is 
because 
of the dog—th a t'the aver­ 
age citizen prefer 
his dog to 
his 
either ant* the sheep must go. 
•Statistics tell us that this country 
today 
is 
maintaining 
25,000,000 
dogs— on average of one to 
every 
family in the land. 
Placing the cost 
figure, these brutes wjll consume as 
much as half their number of human 
beings, saying nothing of their de­ 
predations. 
This is equivalent 
to 
feeding twelve and one-half million 
people or 'more than it will cost us 
to feed 
every soldier 
we will 
ever 
.send to France. 
But the more feeding of this horde 
ot useless animals is by no 
means 
the big item. 
The great expense lies 
in the great menace which they con­ 


stitute to the sheep raising industry. 
We would not be so unjust to 
the 
canines as to allege that all are ad ­ 
dicted to sheep killing, or even would 
be if there were sheep available to 
be killed. 
But the uncertainty as to 
the guilty individuals 
brings 
the 
whole race under suspicion. 
However, (this country is now pay­ 
ing dearly for its devotion to 
the 
dog. 
It is conceded by all that his 
dogship is the one great deterrent to 
the sheep industry. 
3n sections of 
\the country where 
the people have 
had the wisdom to prefer the sheep 
to the dog prosperity has been a wel­ 
come guest. 
But these communities 
arc rare, and over a large part of 
own sweet will. 
•So long as wool was 
cheap 
and 
easily procurable from other coun­ 
tries, the question as between the 
dog and sheep was not so pressing, 
and the American householder could 
be left in possession of his expen­ 
sive luxury. 
Now, however, 
when 
the fleecy staple is conspicuous for 
its scarcity, the decision should be 
put squarely up to our people: “The
